WASHINGTON, April 30.—In a 
confusingly vague discussion about 
the extent of the American At- 
lantic patrol, President Roosevelt 
reminded reporters at his press 
conference late yesterday that 
there was no legal. prohibition 
against sending American war 
vessels into the war-zones he had 
get up by executive order around 
Great Britain and the western 

coast of Europe. 

He hastened to add, . however, 
that there were no plans to send 
war vessels into these areas, but 
pointed out that they could go 
there if the defense of this hemis- 
phere required. The executive or- 
ders, he said, were confined to 
merchant ships. ' 

Asked if American war vessels 
eould go into war zones drawn by 
Hitler, he said he did not know 
about these zones. The most im- 
portant of these are around Great 
Britain and just south and east of 
the coast of Greenland. 

Nothing New on Greenland. 

At his press conference Friday 
the President said that he was not 
at all sure that Germans were not 
already in parts of Greenland, over 
which the United States has as- 
serted a Monroe Doctrine protec- 
torate. He said yesterday that he 
hadn’t heard a peep from Green- 
land since he last remarked. 

In his talk on the Atlantic pa- 
trol, the President defied anyone 
to draw a correct map showiza 
the extent of this patrol. All maps 
he had seen, he said, were cock: 
eyed, as were the editorials and 
commentaries on this point. He 
absolved reporters of this, and 
humorously observed that the of- 
fenders had not followed copy. 

Only once, he continued, had he 
mentioned a 1000-mile extension 
and that was when he said that a 
year and a half ago the line had 
extended that far from the eastern 
shore of Delaware. He would not 
say where it was today or whether 
it had been extended since Friday 
when he announced that it was 
being extended and would be ex- 
tended. 

Numerous questions designed to 
clarify the extent of the patrol 
were met with the repeated reply: 


unjust aggressor, . 
are obliged to make the following 
statements: 

After having conducted for 
more than six months a victo- 
rious struggle against strongly 
superior enemy forces, the Greek 
army has now reached a state 
of exhaustion and, moreover, 
finds itself completely. deprived 
of certain resources indispensa- 
ble for the pursuit of war, such 
as munitions, motorized vehicles 
and airplanes—resources with 
which it was in any case inade- 
quately supplied from the out- 
break of hostilities. 

This state of things makes it 
impossible for the Greeks to con- 
tinue the struggle with any 
chance of success and deprives 
them of all hope of being able to 
lend some assistance to their 


forces have an absolute need for 
the assistance of the Greek army 
without which they could not 
prolong their own resistance for 
more than a few days. 

In these conditions, the con- 
tinuation of the struggle, while 
incapable of producing any use- 
ful effect, would have no other 
result than to bring about the 
collapse of the Greek army and 
bloodshed useless to the allied 
forces. Consequently, the Royal 
Government is obliged to state 
that further sacrifice of the Brit- 
ish expeditonary force would be 
in vain and that its withdrawal 
in time. seems to be rendered 
necessary by circumstances and 
by interests common to the strug-

DESSIE, Ethiopia, April 28 (De- 
layed) (AP).—More than 8000 Ital- 
jan prisoners have been captured 
by South African imperial forces 
in a final, fierce battle that cleared 
the last of Italian troops out of 
Northeastern Ethiopia. 
The Duke of Aosta, Italian com- 
mander-in-chief, escaped by air- 
plane in the direction of Ambu 
Alagi, leaving 40 trunks of per- 
sonal baggage behind in Dessie. 
In Komboltch Pass, where a 
bridge had been blown up in a 
final frantic effort to stop the 
South Africans, a handful of 
Transvaal soldiers stood with “xed 
bayonets and watched as the de- 
feated Italians staggered up over 
the boulders in the midst of a 
thunderstorm to surrender. 

The battle was fought entirely 
by South African infantry, assist- 
ed by armored cars and artillery. 


NEW AXIS ADVANCE 
IN EGYPT CLAIMED 


ROME, April 30 (AP).—Italian- 
German offensive actions in the 
Sollum area of Egypt, just across 
the Libyan frontier, have forced 
the British to withdraw from sev- 
eral points after suffering consid-

Axis bombers also attacked

CAIRO, April 30 (AP).—The 
British reported today that Su- 
danese forces captured the Ethi- 
opian town of Socota last Sunday, 
inflicting many casualties and tak- 
ing 515 prisoners—of whom 400 
colonial troops volunteered to join 

the British forces.

On the matter of aid to Britain, 
Knox said the navy had given no 
thought to releasing more de. 
stroyers in the event Coast Guard 
cutters are taken over by the 
navy. 

Knox said that the 
organized reserves would be mobi- 
lized between May 5 and 30. Ap 
proximately 230 officers and 4600 
men are involved.

WALTER H. LUIZ 
GETS 4 YEARS IN 
PROPERTY FRAUD 


Pleads Guilty of Falsely 
Representing Himself to 
Widow as Owner of 
Real Estate Plot. 


Walter H. Lutz, real estate deal- 
er and amateur draamtics_ in- 
structor, who obtained many of 
his prospective victims in real es- 
tate swindles by having a woman 
astrologist in Wellston refer clients 
to him, was sentenced to four 
years in prison today on his plea 
of guilty to two charges, of: ob-, 
taining money by false pretenses. 

Lutz, who even swindled his own 
secretary, left a trail of complaints, 
Assistant Circuit. Attorney Frank 
P. Motherway told Circuit Judge 
Joseph J. Ward, in recommending 
that the real estate dealer be giv- 
en almost the maximum sentence 
of five years. Motherway declared 
that most of Lutz’ customers whe 
made complaints against him were 
widows or elderly men. 

The specific charges, on which 
Lutz was sentenced to concurrent 
terms, grew out of a transaction | 
with’ Mrs. Elise Preissles, a widow, 
4118 Russell boulevard, in which 
Lutz falsely claimed to own prop- 
erty.in Maplewood, for which Mrs, 
Preissler wanted to trade her Rus- 
sel flat. 

Mrs. Priesslier paid Lutz $250 
earnest money and later gave him 
$1000 before she learned the prop- 
erty was owned by an estate and 
the estate was being administered 
by Probate Court. Lutz, who had. 
no agency to trade the property, 
repaid Mrs. Preissler the $250 be- 
fore his arrest. 

Motherway outlined to the Court 
complaints made by two other 
widows. One, Mrs, Florette Burke, 
formerly secretary for Lutz, re- 
ported that she lost a $2500 equity 
in a bungalow when Lutz persuad- 
ed her to give him the deed to it 
on the promise he could obtain 
property producing better income, 
which would énable her to buy a 
baby bond for her 12-year-old 
daughter every month. 

Another complainant, Mrs. Lillie 
Bessler, a widow, charged in a 
complaint to Motherway that she 
once owned her own home and 
three other pieces of real estate 
worth $30,000 but lost them to Lutz 
when he persuaded her to give him 
power of attorney. She thought 
he merely was going to handle her 
property as an investment, she 
said, but instead Luatz sold the 
property and refused to turn over 
the proceeds to her. She now lives 
in a rooming house at 4442 Olive 
street and works as a domestic. 

Lutz, who operated the Mound 
City Real Estate Co., 4917 Delmar 
boulevard, had an arrangement 
with the Wellston astrologist, who 
told persons seeking her advice 
that favorable deals could be ob- 
tained if they dealth with Lutz, 
Motherway ‘said to reporters. 

Lutz was under bond also on a 
charge of embezzlement in St. 
Louis County as the result of a 
real estate deal in October, 1938, 
in which he was alleged to have 
converted to his own use a $2000 
cashier's check which had been 
paid to him in behalf of a client, 
Henry Rustemeyer. 

In addition to operating the real 
estate company, Lutz ran Theater 
Attractions, Inc, and Zero Hour, 
Inc., the latter a radio promotion 
firm. He also aided in the produc- 
tion of plays for a 
group and a stenographers’ club.

Type Noted, by National 


Not Made Public. 
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WASHINGTON, April 
confidentia} report by the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronau- 
tics, indicating that the DC-3 type 
of airplane now used on virtnally 
all airliries is “dangerous” under 
certain flight conditions, has been 
put into the record of Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark’s special 
committee investigating recent air- 
plane accidents. : 

Clark regards it as highly sen- 
sational and will in all probability 
discuss it at length on the floor 
of the Senate. 

The report was prepared by 
Hartley A. Soule, a technical ex- 
pert with the Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics since 1926. The 
N, A. C. A. is made up of leaders 
in civilian and military aviation. 
The report was sent by the N. A. 
C. A. to the old Bureau of Air 
Commerce in the Department of 
Commerce in 1937. 

No Action, Apparently. 

So far as Clark could elicit from 
witnesses nothing was done about 
it. Under questioning by Clark, 
Dr. George W. Lewis, director of 
aeronautical research for the N. A, 
C. A. said that it had not been 
made public because the law did 
not require it. 

“The law ought to be changed,” 
Clark said, “because a matter of 
this importance certainly falls spe- 
cifically within the province of the 
National Advisory Committee on 
Aeronautics. It vitally concerns 
millions of people who may ride on 
these planes.” 

Clark said that the pilot of the 
Eastern Airlines plane that re- 
cently crashed in a Florida swamp 
would testify that it went into a 
spin. 

“We thoight we were discharg- | 
ing our duty when we brought the 
report to the attention of the peo- 
ple operating the DC-3s,” Lewis 
said.

The St. Louis recount was in the 
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Tenth Ward today, with scattering 
precincts of the Seventh, Eighth 
and Ninth wards. Republican 
workers say Donnell has gained 
votes in every ward entered thus 
far but the Sixth, where McDaniel 
gained two. An important factor 
is the small number—30 in the city 
up to last evening—of Democratic 
ballots which voters have 
drawn a line through McDaniel’s 
name without X-marking Donnell’s 

* mame. McDaniel counted on find- 

| ing a large number of such ballots, 

which he hopes, over Republican 
objections, to get counted for him. 

While the Republican committee 
has obtained complete figures 
from 35 counties, only 10 had been 
reported, up to last evening, to the 
legislative recount committee. Re- 
sults from eight of these counties 
were reported yesterday.

7 The two counties thus give a 
met gain of five for McDaniel. De- 
ducting this from Donnell’s net 
gain of 179 in the eight previous 
counties, the 10 vounties show a 
met gain of 174 for Donnell. 

All present estimates, however, 
are tentative, as the Democratic 
Legislature has wide powers in de- 
ciding how irregular and disputed 
ballots shall be counted. 


Prediction by Democrat.

Will and Edmond F. Gaffney,

CLERK TELLS HOW | 
BOUGHT POISON 


‘on Arsenic Fly Paper 
When Other Insecticide 
Was Offered Her. 


Testimony that Mrs. Emma S. 
Hepperman, charged with murder- 
ing her seventh husband, Tony 
Hepperman, Wentzville farmer, by 
poisoning him with arsenic, bought 
48 sheets of fly paper, containing 
arsenic, not long before his death 
was given today at her trial in 
Union. 

The witness, Miss Rosaline Kar- 
renbrock, clerk in a general store 
at Wentzville, related that Mrs. 
Hepperman bought the fly paper 
from time to time- between April 
13 and May 9, 1940, stating she 
wanted it “for water bugs” and 
rejecting a suggestion that another 
insecticide would serve her pur- 
pose better. 

George J. Koch Jr., former State 
Highway Patrol Sergeant in the 
patrol’s laboratory at Jefferson 
City, testified yesterday that an 


analysis of a substance on fly pa- 
per found in the Hepperman home 
showed it contained 4 per cent of 
arsenic. He said he found enough 
arsenic in Hepperman’s vital or- 
gans to cause death.

ALEXANDRIA. 


HE blinding fire of 15-inch guns .. .a rain of bombs from the 
skies ... torpedo attacks by Nazi bombers 2nd submarines .. . 
and facing coastal defense barrages. 


That’s the way your correspond- 
ent is. getting a naval education. 

This is the toughest “Annapolis” 
in the wotld, 

Going with the navy to see the 
world has its limitations in war- 
time. Since I became the first 
correspondent to go with the Brit- 
ish fleet a year ago, I havé been 
more than twice the distance 
around the globe—but not outside 
the Mediterranean. 


I have made more than 20 sea- 
going trips and have been aboard 
every unit of the British Mediter- 
ranean fleet except a submarine in 
action, I can’t write a story from 
the periscopic bird’s-eye view. 

Most of these voyages ‘have been 
made without carrying a lifebelt, 
steel helmet, or anti-flash gear for 
protection against burns from fire 
explosions. I’ve just worn a white 
navy cap and blue uniform with 
the gold-lettered insignia of an 
American naval correspondent. 

I always figured that when 
bombers attacked the fleet, I could 
run to some safe spot much quick- 
er without being hampered by too 
much equipment. 


‘Fun’ Watching Bombs. 
My first trip was aboard a de- 


stroyer bombarding the Dodeca- 


nese island of Scarpanto. I thought 
it was fun watching the Italian 
bombs hit the sea and make huge 
splashes of water. But I learned 
there was such a thing as shrap- 
nel and that death could come 
from the near misses. 

Now I lie flat on the deck and 
hope the. bombs. won’t .come too 
close. My lifebelt is strapped on, 
my helmet is tilted over my head, 
and my. body is covered ‘with anti- 
flash cloth. 

I saw the fighting at Taranto. 
Valona, Bardia, Matapan and 
Tripoli—all names where action 
carved new niches in world naval 
history. But to date the most un- 
forgettable experience was living 
through the Nazis’ vicious dive 
bombing of the Illustrious. 

I eannot imagine any greater 
hell on earth than when the thou- 
sand-pound bombs hit the warship. 
My heart was beating like a heavy 
pendulum, twice its noral speed. 


In these other actions, I learned 
there was no such thing as a safe 
place on a warship. I saw killed 
close friends who stayed in cer- 
tain areas which in other instances 
had proved the safest spots. 


I try to take whatever precau- 
tions common sense dictates, from 
a point where I still can see the 
action—and then I trust my hunch 
was correct. 


Bouts With Censors. 


After being bombed or shelled, 
a battle with the censors to get 


a story out is like a picnic. 

Whatever the risks or the price 
paid in any naval action, the Brit- 
ish officers and sailors seem more 
concerned about the homefolk, and 
getting letters from England and 
other parts of the Empire. When- 
ever possible they listen to news 
broddcasts, anxious for the safe- 
ty of their loved ones. 

Often there is no rést between 
covering navy stories. Many times 
I have gone to sea within a few 
hours after clearing my previous 
dispatches. Sometimes there were 
just 10 minutes to grab a suitcase 
and typewriter and dash to the 
harbor to catch a warship prepar- 
ing to lift anchor. 

I go with every fleet operation, 
preferably aboard a battleship or 
aircraft carrier, because more news 
is available aboard a vessel from

An armaments boom is & 
false boom. The profits it produces are “fools’ gold,” 
as President Roosevelt called them in 1936, The 
canny and money-minded men of Wall Street are not 
deceived, as the market's present state of doldrums 
demonstrates. 

The war boom does not even hold the promise of 
temporarily solving our chief social and economic 
problem—unemployment. This is made soberingly 
clear by the figures presented in the Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion today. 

There is little hope of getting all our jobless 
back to work as a result of the defense demands, 
Mr. Woofter says. What hope there is depends on 
the production of consumer goods for those who have 
money in their pockets because of arms production. 

However, Chester C. Davis, new head of the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, warns that we must 
be on guard against just that kind of production. 
Any rise in consumer buying power is likely to prove 
a boomerang by making demands on some of the 
materials and manufacturing resources that are 
wanted for defense construction. Such a rise, there- 
fore, should be discouraged during the arms effort. 

The proposed higher taxes, to raise three and & 
half billions, and the Defense Savings Stamps cam- 
paign, to begin tomorrow with three billions as its 
goal, are intended both to raise badly needed money 
and to retard this kind of buying. Other recent 
moves in the same direction are the OPM’s request 
for wider rationing power for the President, the an- 
nouncement of a 20 per cent curtailment in automo- 
bile production and the abandonment of new auto- 
mobile models for next season. 

If production of consumers’ goods meant taking 
manpower needed for “all-out” defense work, then 
a tightening of belts for the emergency period would 
be fully justified. It would, in fact, be imperative. 
Then we could all put our defense earnings into sav- 
ings stamps, and cash these after the boom tapered 
off, to make the purchases deferred during the arms- 
building period. That would mean a great reservoir 
of unfilled wants, and would provide the best kind 
of post-emergency aspirin. 

That is not the present pattern of things, however. 
According to the figures cited by Mr. Woofter, we 
do not have, and will not have for a long time, a 
defense plant capacity big enough to absorb every 
unemployed man and woman. If production for 
consumers cannot be allowed to grow to some extent 
in accordance with demand, while production for de- 
fense also grows, then we shall change only tem- 
porarily the degree of gravity of our economic and 
social problems. 

The necessarily great growth of defense industiies 
is bound to dislocate the country’s normal produc- 
tion and purchasing habits. The armaments effort 
creates, unavoidably, an invitation to economic dis- 
location when the emergency ends. In other words, 
the more successful the industrial defense drive, the 
more it will affect our long-range peacetime econ- 
omy. That is our paradox. 

We may not be able to avert a post-emergency 
slump, but we can surely modify its consequences by 
thinking ahead. Not only must we continue the ef- 
fort to eliminate present unemployment, since the 
arms boom will not do it automatically, but indus- 
trial intelligence must be devoted to finding aspirin 
for the headache to come.

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MISSOURI'S SHAMEFUL COUNTY JAILS. = 
A subject rarely thought about nowadays by the 


form. A decade or so ago, before the storm broke 
in Europe, people were concerned about conditions 
in prisons and jails, about rehabilitation of the crim- 
inal and checking of the “crime wave.” Nowadays, 
the concentration camps of Europe—and they are 
indeed horrible—are a far more discussed topic, So 
much so that the Federal Bureau of Prisons report 
on shocking conditions in Missouri’s county jails 
seems almost to bring a faraway note into the news. 


Yet all this filth and degradation is at our very | 


doorstep. We can do something about it if we will. 

A great and wealthy State can revolt against a 
system that permits conditions described in this of- 
ficial report with such unpleasant adjectives as. 
“foul-smelling, damp, dark, dingy and dungeon- 
like,” as “lousy, filthy, dirty, nauseating.” Missouri 
can insist that an end be made to the provision 
whereby prisoners are képt on inadequate diets of 
unpalatable food, insanitarily prepared, while thrifty 
Sheriffs pocket a major part of the food allowances. 
It can demand abolition of medieval jail methods 
that call for statements in the survey like this: 

Into such an environment, sometimes decent 
and clean men and women, and even boys and © 
girls, are locked to stay for an average, taking 
the State as a whole, of 19.6 days. 

The survey puts its finger on one cause of this.

115 local jails are too many for Missouri. This is |. 
.a State, it asserts, “whose cost of maintaining county 


setups will continue to be very heavy and an un- 
necessary load on the taxpayer until the citizens 
become conscious of the foolish waste and realize 
that probably 26 counties, or less, are all they need.” 
Yet, whenever county consolidation is proposed as a 
means of achieving this or any other of the numer- 
ous reforms it would make possible, the courthouse 
rings raise such a clamor that nothing is done.

NGLAND in 1840 was still green and 
rural, “sunning herself in immemorial 
peace.” Three-quarters of her populatior 


gaged in agriculture were those of laborers 
who worked the land for others.

It is, in sober fact, 
an organization of virtuosi capable 
of meeting any test, musical or 
technical, with the most consum- 
mate brilliance. i 
Mr. Ormandy also proved him- 
self a smart and effective leader 
with a remarkable memory, an in- 
cisive beat and an unremitting 
control. The performances of the 
four numbers on the program and 
the two encores. were therefore 
superb examples of precision, co- 
hesion, articulation and balance. 
Effects 


When all that is said, however, 
the fact still remains that Or- 
mand’s readings were not charac- 
terized by depth of.feeling or con- 
sistent artistic purpose. On the 
contrary, one frequently got the 
impression the conductor was be- 
ing carried away by a sense of 
power induced by the phenomenal 
responsivenéss of the. instrument 
uhder his hand. As a result, the 
effects were too often arbitrary 
and significant of nothing except 
the orchestra’s ability to unloose 
a glorious flood of sound. 

In the Brahms E,: Minor Sym- 
phony a kind of waywardness. pre- 
vailed all the way. through except 
in the andante moderato. Here the 
music itself-really had its say, 
with its grave autumnal] solemnity 
‘and its searching tenderness. The 
second theme was expressed with 
even less richness of tone than one 
customarily hears but was doubly 
moving because of its simplicity, 
denoting as it did a strong, if un- 
derstated, emotional concentration. 

Striking Effects. 

The remainder was just a sym- 
posium of striking effects, the 
passacaglia in particular being 
without any sort of inward logic. 
The opening announcement of the 
theme was too fast and its restate- 
ment, after the beautifully played 
flute solo, was éven faster and 
more frivolous. Mr. Ormandy also 
seemed so preoccupied with mere 
motion and surface brilliance that 
he sacrificed much of the _har- 
monic substructure. 

Much of the same superficiality 
was in evidence in Richard Strauss’ 
“Till Eulenspiegel,” which was cer- 
tainly dazzling but without a suf- 
ficient flavoring of humor and pa- 
thos. 

The concert began with a very 
sumptuous and dramatic perform- 
ance of Handel’s Concerto in D 
Major, in a transcription by Mr. 


Ous concert version of four ex- 
cerpts from Act Three of Wagner's 
“Die Meistersinger.” As encores 
Mr. Ormandy offered the famous 
aria from Bach’s D Major Orches- 
tral suite and Johann Strauss’ “Em- 
peror” waltz, with short solo pas- 
sages for ‘cello played superbly by 
Sammy Mays, formerly of 8t.

ELECTION URGED BY HILPERT 


Educator Recommends Making 

More Than Four Members 

Stand Election at One Time. 

Election of School Board mem- 
bers under the Hare system of 
proportional representation to give 
the minority a voice on the board 
was recommended last night by 
Prof. E. E. Hilpert of the Wash- 
ington University School of Law 
before the Public Education Asso- 
ciation at Soldan High School. 

The board should be representa- 
tive of public will, like any public 
body, he asserted, To get that rep- 
resentation, more than a third of 
the members should be subject to 
election at one time, he added. 
Under the present system, four 
members are elected to the 12-man 
board every two years. to serve for 
six years.

Dr. Hilpert also recommended 
appointment of an independent au- 
ditor for the school system who 
could not be removed by the board.

WASHINGTON, April 30.. 
MONG the informed officials at 
the State, War and Navy de- 
partments, Winston Churchill's 

speech on Sunday was taken as no 
mere pep talk to the democracies. 
It was taken as an open intimation 
that Britain’s only reliance today 
is American aid, and American aid 
of a much more active kind, on a 
vastly greater scale, and in a far 
shorter time than any disclosed 
plans of the administration now 
call for. 

Churchill’s words, which were 
probably seen at the White House 
long before they were heard on 
the air, were necessarily veiled. 
But the reasons for reading so 
serious a meaning into them are 
too well grounded in the facts to 


} be ignored by any thinking person. 


To put it bluntly, the facts sug- 
gest that the final hour of decision 
for the United States may come 
before full summer is upon us. 


Oil and Ships. 


T HE first group of facts requir- 
ing careful consideration are 
those indicating the probable 
aftermath of the Balkan tragedy 
in the Eastern Mediterranean. De- 
spite the loose talk on the subject, 
Britain’s investment in Greece and 
Yugoslavia’s resistance was prob- 
ably worth the tangible gains. The 
German transport system to East- 
ern Europe disorganized for at 
least six months; sabotage of the 
canal through the iron gates of the 
Danube, through which Rumanian 
oil must pass westward, and of the 
crucial Yugoslav copper and lead 
mines; the spread of the war 
through the entire Balkan penin- 
sula, which Germany had relied on 
as a larder—these are gains well 
worth fighting for. 

Unfortunately, on the other side 
of the ledger, are intangible losses, 
and these are so great that they 
may lead, eventually, to capture of 
the oil of Iran and Irak by Ger- 
many, and liquidation of the Brit- 
ish position in Egypt. 

The oil is Germany’s grand ob- 
jective. The wells can be destroyed, 
by salting and breaking down the 
oil sands. But the process requires 
much special equipment, takes 
some time, and will be very diffi- 
cult indeed for the British engi- 
neers to carry out under the eyes 
of the Shah of Persia and the 
German sympathizing Irak Gov- 
ernment. Moreover, even if the 
wells are destroyed, the British 
Mediterranean fleet is dependent 
on the oil, and the British position 
in Egypt is ultimately dependent 
on the fleet. Such is the harsh 
logic of the situation. 


Loss of Turkey. 

HUS the greatest intangible 
T loss of the Balkan campaign 

is the change it has wrought in 
the position of Turkey, through 
whose territories in Asia Minor 
the Germans can most easily get at 
the oil, Where all Turkish leaders 


formerly joined in a grim determi- 
nation to fight any German, at- 


tempt to cross into Asia, the Turk-. 


ish will to resist is now terribly 
weakened, The Turks have seen, 
in Yugoslavia, a brave but ill- 
equipped fighting nation very like 
their own suddenly and brutally 
overwhelmed. Across the Bosporus 
and Dardenelles, a great German 
land army confronts them. In the 
Dodecanese, and in Samothrace, 
Lemnos and the other Greek islands 
where the Germans are now mop- 
ping up, a formidable German air 
strength ig likely soon to. threaten 
them. And Russia, whose policy 
has had so much influence on 
theirs, has now become an added 
danger, 

Some American officials have 
long cherished delusions about 
Russia, but these are growing in- 
creasingly hard to cling to. + The 


German propaganda has planted 
rumors all over Europe of a forth- 
coming attack on the Ukraine.. The 
old Tsarist Ukrainian —hetman, 


of the luxurious retirement in 
which the Germans have foresight- 
edly maintained him. On the-Rus- 
sian-Polish frontier, the Germans 
now have between 40 and 60 divi- 
sions, with enough more in the 
hinterland to cut through the Rus- 
sian army like a knife through 
butter. 
Furthermore, the Russia 
Stalin cannot meet Hitler’s divi- 
sions as the Russia of Alexander 
met Napoleon’s. Simply engulfing 
an invading army was all very 
well; when each Russian province 
was economically independent. But 
the five-year plans have been 
squarely based on Ukrainian wheat 
and Baku and Batun: oil, so that 
if the Germans drove through the 
Ukraine, along the shores of the 
Black Sea to the Caspian, they 
would both stab the Russians in 
the stomach and cut their jugular. 
The best authorities here doubt 
that Hitler really means to attack 
the Ukraine now, since “Russia is. 
the trussed steer in Germany’s 
cold-storage house.” But they have 
little doubt that the German propa- 
ganda is intended to frighten Rus- 
sia into bringing pressure on 
Turkey. And the odds that Russia 
will consent if asked are quoted 
at nine to one. 


Prolonged War. 


HE British force in Egypt is 
T now contained, and even en- 

dangered, by the numerically 
superior German and Italian 
armies. With two panzer divisions, 
three other divisions of German 
troops, and an indeterminate num- 
ber of Italians already past the 
Egyptian frontier, the British can 
hardly muster the strength for a 
defense of Iran and Irak. It will 
be only a matter of weeks, how- 
ever, according to the best military 
authorities here, for the Germans 
to transform 15 or 20 of their 
divisions now in Eastern Europe’ 
into a Near Eastern expeditionary 
force. Assuming that the oil wells 
cannot be effectively sabotaged, 
the Germans will still have desper- 
ate transport difficulties to over- 
come before they can bring Near 
Eastern oil into Europe. But if 
they ever achieve both control of 
the oil and command of = the 
Mediterranean, the greatest supply 
problem will be solved. And the 
war will be indefinitely prolonged.

NEW YORK, April 30 (AP).— 
Eight ships, seven British and one 
Yugoslavian, most of them carry- 
ing food to England, have been de- 
stroyed recently by Axis raiders 
operating in the Indian Ocean, 
marine circles disclosed today. 
The vessels, which totaled 57,259 
tons, were listed as: 

City of Bagdad, 7506-ton freight- 
er; King City, 4744-ton freighter; 
Scientist, new 6199-ton freighter; 
f} Benarty, 5800-ton freighter; Athel- 
i} king, 9557 tons, built to carry mo- 
lasses or petroleum; Kemmendine, 
passenger liner, 7769 tons; Com- 
missaire Ramel, former French 
passenger liner, 10,061 tons, and 
the Yugoslav freighter er 
5623 tons. 

They were reportedly destroyed 
either by the Nazi pocket battle- 
ship Admiral Scheer or by one of 
seven other raiders—former mer- 
chantmen — known to have: been 
operating in the area, 

Earlier, marine sources -had re- 
ported the sinking of five ships 
totaling 37,361 tons, by Axis sub- 
marines operating in the Atlantic. 
They were listed as follows: 

The North German Lloyd liner 
Alster, 8514 tons, captured by the 
British during the Norwegian 
campaign and renamed the Em- 
pire endurance, was torpedoed 600 
miles west of Ireland April 20. 

The 10,305-ton British passenger 
liner Calchas was torpedoed 500 
miles off the African coast and 
about 350 miles southwest of the 
Canary Islands. The 20-year-old 
liner: had been recently trading 
between Australia and England. 

The new British freighter Shil- 
long, 5529 tons, ran into a sub- 
marine refueling from a tanker 
about 1000 miles off Morocco and 
300 miles south of the Azores and 
Was presumed to be lost because 
it failed te report after sending 
out an alarm. 

The British passenger liner Ne- 
rissa, 5583 tons, reported sighting 
a U-boat 700 miles southeast of 
Greenland and about 800 miles 
east of Newfoundland and then its 
radio went silent. The liner for- 
merly traded between New York, 
Halifax and the West Indies and 
recently ran between Boston and 
England. 

The Belgian liner Ville de Liege, 
7480 tons, torpedoed: April 13, sank 
about 500 miles east of the tip of 
Greenland in an area sométimes 
traversed by United States Coast 
Guard vessels.

INKSON STATES: 
ANTETRUST LAW 
POLICY IN DEFENSE 


“Acts Performed by Indus- 
try Under Director of 


Not Violations. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (AP). 
—Attorney General Jackson an- 
nounced today a seven-point policy 
for applying the anti-trust la 
to the national defense program 
under which the Department of Jus- 
tice will pass on problems submit- 
ted. by the Office of Production 
Management and the Office of 
Price Administration and Civilian 
Supply. . | 

Jackson's policy was outlined in 
identical letters to John Lord 
O’Brian, OPM general counsel, and 
Leon Henderson, price administra- 
tor. : 

The Attorney General repeated 
the view expressed in a statement 
last week that some splitting-up 
of orders among many companies 
and production curtailment would 
be necessary to assist the defense 
effort. 


Jackson’s Letter. 

“Some of these acts, is accom- 
plished by private contract or ar- 
rangment within an industry and 
carried on for private advantage,” 
he said in his letter, “would prob- 
ably constitute -violations of ‘the 
anti-trust laws. 

“On the other hand, it is obvi- 
ous that in the present emergency 
acts performed by industry under 
the direction of public authority, 
and designed to promote public in- 
terest and not to achieve private 
ends, do not constitute violations 
of the anti-trust laws. 

“In these circumstances, the De- 
partment of Justice recognizes 
that business interests which are 
asked to comply with public pians 
for increasing production and pre- 
venting inflation are entitled to the 
co-operation of agencies of the 
Government in eliminating any 
uncertainties which may exist as 
to the application of the anti-trust 
laws to their activities,” 

Seven Points Outlined. 

The Government will keep strict 
control of any arrangements made 
within an industry for redistribu- 
tion of orders or the operation of 
any other phases of the program. 
Jackson outlined these points: 

1, It will not be illegal for rep- 
resentatives of industry to meet 
with defense representatives, and 
industrial committees may be 
formed at the request of either 
agency to work with the industry. 
The industry may co-operate in se- 
lecting members for committees. 

2. The question of need for such 
a committee, the manner of ‘select- 
ing it and its membership will be 
the sole responsibility of defense 
administrators. The Department of 
Justice will not participate in those 
decisions beyond suggesting that 
any such committee should be gen- 
erally representative of the entire 
industry. 

3. No industry may undertake to 
determine policies for the industry 
or attempt to compel anyone to 
comply with any request or order 
made by a public authority. Each 
industry must confine itself to col- 
lecting and analyzing information 
and making recommendations to 
defense chiefs. | 

4. Any request for action by an 
industry unit must come from the 
defense administrators. This is to 
make certain, the letter set forth, 
that “the function of determining 
what steps should be taken in the 
public interest should in each case 
be exercised by the public author- 
ity which may seek the individual 
or collective advice of the industry. 
But the determination shall not be 
made by the industry itself. 

5. Requests for action within a 
particular industry, such as allo- 
cation of orders, may be made only 
after the general character of the 
action has been cleared with the 
Department of Justice, If the de- 
partment approves the general 
plan, requests for specific action 
under that plan may be approved 
by general counsel of either of the 
two Government agencies and need 
not be submitted to the depart- 
ment. This particular arrangement 
is subject to. revocation, however, 
if the personnel in either agency is 
changed, 

6: The Department of Justice

“You can’t make 
me do anything I don’t want to 
do. This is a free country.” 

His father had the same idea. 
“Isn’t this a free country? Can't 
a child enjoy himself a little?” 

When an elderly woman ob- 
jected to the bad manners, the 
noise and the disorder of some 
school boys who boarded a train 
in which she was traveling, an- 
other woman, also elderly, said: 


“They're only children. Let them 


be happy as ‘long as they can.”

THIS IS A MISTAKEN idea of 
freedom for childhood and youth. 
The freedom that we would have 
for them is a disciplined under- 
standing of their relationship to 
others, their duties toward 
them, their place among them. 
American freedom is based on a 
decent regard for the rights and 
feelings of others, a desire for the 
common good. Any other freedom 
is not to be called by that name. 

Children and youth need guid- 
ance, control and leadership—the 
sort that tends to persuade them 
to want to be right with the 
world, with their conscience, and 
with their duty. That requires a 
certain humility in the mind of 
the child. He must acknowledge 
to himself that he needs help 
from his teacher, his parents and 
all people wiser than he. He 
must be in an attitude to be 
taught. , 

Parents have a responsibility in 
this. It is not wise to applaud a 
child who dominates others in the 
belief that he is demonstrating 
leadership. Between bullying and 
leadership there is a far cry. It 
is unwise to do for:a child what 
he can do for himself in the mis- 
taken belief one is loving him. 
Between the lovethat strengthens 
a child and the love that destroys 
him stretches a whole world of 
difference. 

Our clear duty is to free a child 
from his ignorance, weakness and 
inexperience so that he may know 
the real freedom of a cultured, 
disciplined, informed mind. There 
is no other freedom worth the 
naming. *

HE’S ALL READY FOR HIS IMITATION OF A 


HER EIGHTEENTH 


S a boy back in Boston, slick 

satirist Billy de Wolfe, who is 

stopping the stage show out at 
the Fox Theater this week ; with 
his impressions of tall, stately and 
vapid showgirls, corny masters of 
ceremony and continental dance 
teams, used to be considered some- 
thing of a nuisance. That, of 
course, was when Billy's talent 
for mimicry was in its infancy 
and when his act consisted of imi- 
tating neighbor ladies by leading 
an imaginary poodle on a leash 
with only his disapproving par- 
ents for an audience. 

Now at the age of 32, De Wolfe 
is collecting folding green by the 
simple process of indulging his 
passion for mimicry.

His favorite 
and the one best suited to the in- 
timate atmosphere of night clubs 
is his interpretative characteriza- 
tion of a housefrau, Mrs. Murga- 
troyd, celebrating her eighteenth 
wedding anniversary by having 
the first hard drink of her life 
in a cocktail lounge after a day 
of shopping.

for his New York engagements 
during the past two years, De 
Wolfe spent the eight years be- 
tween 1932 and 1937 in London and 
on the continent.

‘this particular form; and type, but 


untfl recently nobody associated 
the two types together. The neu- 
ritis of beri-beri is known to be 
caused by dietary deficiency. It is 
obvious, however, that in the case 
of the alcaholic addict and in per- 
nicious vomi of pregnancy, or 
prolonged vomiting of any kind, 
the individual is on a dietary defi- 
ciency. The alcoholic does not eat 
because he gets his calories out of 
his alcohol. 

The specific dietary deficiency 
which occurs in beri-beri is due to 
lack of vitamin Bl and it has been 
found that in cases of neuritis, in 
alcoholic ‘addiction, or pregnancy, 
the use of vitamin Bl will restore 
things to normal within a very 
short time, Lead. poisoning and 
exposure to the other heavy met- 
als which results in neuritis is not 
quite the same thing and is prob- 
ably due to direct attack of the 
metal upon ithe nerve sheath. 

A peculiar form of symptom in 


- neuritis of this type is that the 


patient is unable to make fine. dis- 
criminations.in the realm of the 
sense of feelng. Brush his finger 
tips with a camel’s-hair brush and 
he feels nothing. Drop a coin in 
his hands 
whether it is a marble, ora knife, 
or a coin, or what, but he retains 
sensations which are painful. 
Touch the same finger tips with a 
test tube filed with very hot wa- 
ter and he instinctively draws the 
hand away. The explanation is 
probably that the sensations of 
pain are more protective.
